care  of  the  blind  and  handicapped  and  health  education.  The 
following  responsibilities  call  for  particular  comment  - 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  The  appointment  of  a 
part  time  paid  local,  organiser  for  the  North  Dorset  area  has 
assisted  administratively  in  the  organisation  of  this  service. 

The  Welfare  of  A  ,sd  People  Through  its  well  organised 
scheme  (including  the  co-ordinated  services  of  the  health  visiting, 
domestic  help,  home  nursing  services  and  the  social  welfare 
officer)  the  increasing  responsibilities  in  respect  of  old  people 
are  being  efficiently  carried  out.  The  lack  of  an  adequate 
number  of  hospital  beds  for  the  chronic  and  aged  sick  puts  a  par¬ 
ticular  straon  on  the  County  Council 3 s  services  at  some  times  of 
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the  year,  An  efficient  scheme  is  in  operation  to  ensure  that, 
as  far  as  possible  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  beds  available  and 
the  available  places  in  the  County  Councils  homes  for  old  people. 

The  valuable  work  which  the 

Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  does  towards  the 
welfare  of  old  people  in  the  district  requires  acknowledgement 0 
Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  amongst  its  other  activit¬ 
ies,  the  British  Red  Cross  has  established  foot  clinics  throughout 
the  County, 

In  Shaftesbury  a  weekly 

clinic  is  held  with  an  average  attendance  of  seven  patients. 

Sixty  three  patients  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mention  should  also  be 

made  of  the  scheme  under  which  the  County  Council  makes  financial 
assistance  available  to  the  local  housing  authority  for  welfare 
provisions  in  connection  with  houses  built  for  the  particular 
needs  of  old  people 

Problem  Families  In  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  break-up 
of  families  both  from  humane  consideration  and  the  resultant 
financial  cost  the  County  Council  co-operates  closely  with  the 
Housing  Authority  by  rent  guarantees  and  other  action,  as  may  appear 
appropriate , 

Prophylactic  Inoculations  Preventive  inoculation  against 
disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  through  the 
school  medical,  child  welfare  and  medical  practitioner  services.

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  properties  in  the  Borough  axe  served  by  a  public  water 
supply  with  the  exception  of  one  property  having  a  satisfactory 
private  supply. 

Twenty  five  properties  (fifty  three  persons)  are,  however s 
still  served  by  standpipe  supplies,. 

Since  April  1st,  i960  the  public  supply  has  been  provided 
by  the  South  and  West  Wilts  later  Board,,  Close  co-operation 
has  been  maintained  between  officers  of  your  Council  and  those 
of  the  Board.  Regular  sampling  of  the  supply  at  source,  by 
the  Board  and,  in  the  course  of  distribution,  by  your  officers 
has  been  carried  out„ 

The  supply  remained  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality 
throughout  the  year. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


At  long  last  the  old  sewers  of  the  town  have  given  rise  to 
very  serious  trouble  br  blockage  or  collapse.  The  result  of 
which  has  been  that  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have 
been  instructed  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  scheme  to  provide 
new  sewers  through  the  major  part  of  the  centre  of  the  town. 


Other  new  proposals,  include  the  extension  of  the  sewer 
from  Coppice  Street  along  Chris tys  Lane  to  Wincombe  Lane  to 
serve  a  new  proposed  industrial  site  in  this  area. 


The  condition  of  the  old  sewers  showed  that  for  a  long 
period  a  considerable  amount  of  sewage  has  been  finding  its 
way  into  the  greensand  on  which  Shaftesbury  stands.  Bearing 
in  mind  that  the  main  water  supply  is  derived  from  boreholes 
sunk  within  half  a  mile  of  the  defective  sewer's  it  has  been 
surprising  that  the  supply  has  consistently  showed  no  evidence 
of  contamination.  A  weekly  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
supply  is  carried  out  and  chlorination  is  given,  as  an  added 
safeguard. 


Sewage  disposal  in  the  ■‘■'ongcross  area  continues  to  cause 
difficulties. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Collection  This  continues  to  be  carried  out  weekly  by 
means  of  kerbside  collection.  One  or  two  larger  commercial 
concerns  have  recently  obtained  an  extra  collection  on  a 
rechargeable  basis.  The  volume  of  refuse  collected  is 
increasing  annually,  and  refuse  collection  is  now  being 
spread  into  the  third  day. 

Disposal  These  extra  collections  are  further  aggrevating 
the  problem  of  disposal  at  Salisbury  Road  tip  and  the  extra 
land  taken  for  tipping  purposes  is  being  filled  quickly.  Bull 
dozing  of  the  surface  and  the  use  of  large  quantities  of  excavated 
earth  from  road  improvement  schemes  has  resulted  in  an  improvement 
of  the  area  already  filled,  but  the  constant  spread  of  this  mound 
of  refuse  is  likely  to  cause  many  public  health  problems  to  residents 
in  the  area. 

This  problem  is  not  likely  to  be  solved  until  tipping 
ceases  and  an  alternative  site  for  disposal  is  found. 

The  local  joint  committee  in  the  area  to  explore 
co-operation  in  refuse  disposal  did  not  meet  during  the  year  and 
the  progress  in  this  field  seems  to  be  at  &  standstill  which  is  to 
be  regretted.

SWIMMING-  BATHS 


The  final  alterations  incorporating  a  new  pump  house ,  gravity 
filter  with  larger  suction  and  delivery  pumps  has  resulted  in 
further  improvements.  In  addition,  the  purchase  of  a  suction 
cleaner  for  the  bottom  of  the  bath  has  brought  about  improved  clarity 
of  the  water  and  less  changing  of  the  water. 

The  standard  of  purity  judged  by  samples  taken  periodically  has 
been  high  and  it  is  expected  that  this  wall  continue  during  1961. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 


The  Caravans  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  came  into 
operation  during  the  year  but  had  little  impact  in  the  district  as 
no  applications  under  the  Act  were  received  during  the  year. 

Nevertheless,  the  Act  is  of  interest  as  it  is  designed  to 
acknowledge  that  an  increasing  use  is  going  to  be  made  of  the 
caravan  both  for  temporary  and  permanent  occupation,  but  to  ensure 
that  they  shall  be  used  under  satisfactory  conditions. 


Sited  as  your  Borough  is,  half  way  between  London  and 
Devonshire  and  Cornwall,  a  well  planned  and  equipped  caravan 
camp  site  either  municipal  or  private  would  be  of  considerable 

advantage • 


VEEMINOUS  PREMISES 


Vermin  as  such  do  not  constitute  a  problem  in  the  area,  but 
the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  continual  infestation  or  re-inf es- 
tation  of  houses  and  other  premises  by  cluster  flies.  The  roof 
spaces  of  many  houses  have  had  to  be  treated,  although  rhe  poor 
summer  of  i960  did  not  give  rise  to  as  many  cases  as  the  previous 
year.  There  were  heavy  infestations,  however,  in  a  local  Church 
and  other  non-domestic  premises  which  have  proved  more  troublesome 
because  of  the  great  area  to  be  covered  and  the  larger  volume  of 
smoke  required. 

The  experiment  of  spraying  roof  timbers  carried  out  by 
operatives  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
Pood  in  1959  appears  to  have  been  effective  in  that  no  further 
complaints  have  been  received  from  the  house  treated. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  .  1949 


The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  above  Act  are  carried 
out  in  the  district  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee. 

The  Rodent  Officer  and  operatives  have  covered  the  area 
very  efficiently  and  complaints  of  infestations  have  been  dealt 
with  promptly.  The  main  sources  of  infestation  still  prove  to 
be  the  refuse  tip  at  Salisbury  Read  and  the  defective  brick 
sewers  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  It  is  expected  that  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  should  deal  with  the  latter  source  when  it  comes 
into  operation,  but  there  is  still  a  problem  in  the  outfall  areas 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.

The  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  at  the  Grammar  School 
resulted  in  a  re-appraisal  of  the  structure  and  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  kitchens.  Although  the  defects  were  not 
serious,  they  were  sufficient  to  give  rise  to  recommendations 
for  re-designing  the  preparation  and  storage  rooms  attached  to 
the  kitchens.  Plans  for  the  re-design  have  been  approved  and 
it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  completed  during 


In  other  schools  also  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
conform  to  the  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  it  is  rewarding  to 
note  the  increase  in  the  use  of  plastic  covered  tables  and 
other  surfaces  easy  to  clean.  At  the  Girls  Nigh  School, 
the  staff  have  a  difficult  task  to  cope  with  a  large  number 
of  meals  in  a  kitchen  which  is  no w  too  small  and  there  is  a 
major  difficulty  in  providing  adequate  space  for  the  storage 
of  food.

As  will  be  seen  frcan  the  following  statistics  no  further 
action  was  taken  during  the  year  toward  slum  clearance.  Until 
there  are  more  houses  provided  to  rehouse  those  in  housing  need 
the  representation  of  houses  for  demolition  or  clearance  is  of 
no  practical  value , 


There  still  remains  an  appreciable  number  of  occupied 
houses  which  remain  unfit  by  the  low  standard  set  by  the  Housing 
Acts.  There  is  an  even  larger  number  which,  although  not  unfit 
by  this  standard,  are  nevertheless  unfit  as  hemes  by  an  reasonable 
standard,  in  that  they  lack  the  amenities  considered  to  be  essen¬ 
tial  -  a  running  hot  water  supply,  indoor  sanitation  and  a  fixed 
bath. 


The  availability  of  standard  improvement  grants  assist  in 
the  provision  of  these  amenities g  but  very  limited  use  is  made 
of  then  in  respect  to  houses  to  let. 


It  is  suggested  that  the  time  has  come  when  a  time  limit 
(be  it  five  years  or  ten  years)  should  be  placed  on  the  occup¬ 
ation  of  accommodation  which  has  not  reasonable  basic  amenities.

Food  Poisoning  - 


Although  only  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year,  these  two  cases  were  associated  with  an  out¬ 
break  affecting  a  party  of  boys  from  a  Shaftesbury  School 
taken  ill  with  food  poisoning  during  a  day  trip  to  London,, 

The  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  ascertained  and  confirmed 
bacteriologically. 

The  outbreak  confirmed  (by  oumision)  well  established 
principals  with  regard  to  safe  food  preparation  and  storage.
